time been te WAV} eons not only known to 
the party governing, but to the perſons governed: 
It was acknowledged by all, and once affented to by 
the preſent prime mihffter of England, that ſome 
mode of Reform was wanting in the common s- houſe 
in parliament; and that the people were not (as they”.

Tbe aſſertion was equally applicable to both king- 
doms; and the grounds upon which it was found- 
ed are too generally known to require explanation. 
As this was a grievance affecting the kingdom in ge- 
neral, ſo it was the only grievance of which a com- 
plained; and a Parhamentary Reform being conſider- 
ed, as the grand panacea, to remove all political 
diſorders, and apply a remedy to every partial evil, 
it was univerſally looked up to, and anxiouſly deſir- 
ed: It. was a concentrating principle wherein all 
parties agreed; though almoſt every one pointed out 
a different mode, and acted from a different motive. | 


In 1782, the pürimet of Ireland aſſertedl i its in- 
i (G) and ſoon afterwards, the public pulſe 
beat. high for parliamentary reform. Public meet- 
ings began to be held; and the queſtion was par- 
ticularly diſeuſſed at the famous meeting at Dungan- 
non. (H). The IRISH VOLUNTEERS at length arrived 
at the zenith of their glory. —They bad contributed 
much to the ſervice of their country: Their ſpirited | 
exertions prevented the meditated invaſion of a for-

and the meaſures adopted: by France, in ſupport of

The San LisxRTI has a faſcinating effect; and 
as many countries were for centuries deprived of it's 


real enjoyment, we cannot be ſurpriſed that France 


(as rewarkable, perhaps, for cupning as for volatil- 


ity) ſhould introduce her unſettled principles amongſt 


other ſtates. She did ſo, and the conſequences are 
ſufficiently known.— 


Great Britain has hitherto

The ſtrong defire which was felt in both theſe 


Kingdoms. for a Parliamentary Reform, - afforded a 


favourable opportunity, for the enemies of each 


country to promote enmity and diſcord.

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So early as 1796, the revolutioniſts received inti- 
mation from one of their ſociety (then at Paris) that 


'_ the fate of this country had been repreſented to the

for the purpoſe of enabling it to ſeparate itſelf from 


Great Britain; and an extraordinary meeting of the 
executive of the union was convened, to take the 
propoſal into conſideration.

— An agent was 
accordingly diſpatched to acquaint the directory with 


this determination, who received aſſurances that the

—Accordingly, a meſſenger from the 


French republic arrived here in October, 1796, to 


communicate to the leaders of the conſpiracy, that 
the French intended to invade this kingdom ſpeedily 
with 1500 men, and a great quantity of arms and 


ammunition :—which attempt was aQually made in 


the month of December following—when a French 


fleet, with a large body of troops on board, arrived
